John Costello, Her Assailant, 
Is Under Surveillance in 
Hospital. 








Mrs. Mary Ryan Wied at the City 
Hospital early Tuesday from the bul- 
let wound which her boarder, John 
Costello, inflicted last Saturday after- 
noon in a quarrel over a board bill 
at her home, 4216 Hwans avenue. 

Costello, who shot himself in the 
forehead, making a grazing scalp 
wound, after mortaly wounding Mrs. 
Ryan, is a patient in the observation 
ward at the hospital. 

He said, on learning of Mrs. Ryan's 
death, that the killing was “an acci- 
dent.” 

The physicians are watching him 
closely, to determine whether certain 
marked symptoms of insanity are 
genuine or feigned. 

Was Former Boaréer. 

Costello formerly boarded at Mrs. 
Ryan's house. A month ago he went 


to live at 4049 Cottage avenue. 

At that time he and Mrs. Ryun 
quarreled because he had left an un- 
paid board bill. A renewal of this 
quarrel led to the shooting. 

When Costello arrived at the house, 
Saturday, he had been drinking. He 
went to the basement, where Mrs. 
Ryan was cleaning paint. Rushing 
into the room, he said: 

“I want you to let me come back 
here to live.” 

He seemed greatly excited and Mrs. 
Ryan tried to quiet him. He repeated 
his demand that he be permitted to 
return and Mrs. Ryan said that he 
could not unless he would pay the 
money which he owed her for board. 

Taking his revolver from his coat 
pocket, he fired. The first bullet 
went wild. As Mrs. Ryan tried to 
push past him to get to the stairs he 
pulled the trigger a second time. 
Mrs. Ryan fell. 


Raving When Captured. 


Costello stood looking at her for an 
instant. Then he placed the muzzle 
of the revolver against his head and 
fired. 

He ran from the house and was 
captured by Sergt. Armstrong near 
the front door. He talked incoherent- 
ly and raved about someone whom he 
called “Heine.” 

Mrs, Ryan was a widow with five 
children. She had lived at the Evans 
avenue house two years.

The jury that acquitted former De- 
tective George Williams of premeditat- 
e_ly slaying Lee Killian was so con- 
fused by the conflicting testimony of- 
fered at the trial that the defendant 
was given the benefit of the doubt, ac- 
cording to Henry J. Kuehler, a member 
of that body. 

Mr. Kuehler, who résides at 2218 North 
Market street, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that the instruction of 


Judge Sale to the effect that a person 
did not have to wait until a weapon 
was drawn upon him before firing in 
his own defense, a mere threatening mo- 
tion being sufficient cause for firing 
upon a supposed enemy, had _ great 
weight in helping the jury to reach its 
verdict. : 

Failure’of the State to introduce 
“Don” Killian, the victim of the assault 
charged against Thomas B. McGrath, 
which was coincident with the killing, 
and the same failure to produce Harry 
Nelson,-an eye-witness of the shooting, 
were other points which Mr. Kvwehler 
said produced effects on the jurymen’s 
minds favorable to Williams. 


Not Sure of Guilt, 


These things, taken with the doubts 
vast upon the credibility of certain wit- 
nesses left the jury nothing to do, said 
Mr, Kughler, but to obey the law, as 
nterpreted to that body, but to free 
Williams so long as they were not fully 
convinced of his guilt. The juryman 
said that the verdict had been reached 
n a perfectly legitimate and fair spirit 
every scintilla of evidence being weighed 
‘or what it-seemed te be worth. 

“For one, I have no objection to stat- 
‘ng exactly how we arrived at the ver- 
lict,"” said Kuehler, “but I am bound 
not to discuss our manner of arriving 
at conclusions, owing to the agreement 
that Was made not to talk of these de-

“The reason for making this sort of 
compact,’’ said Mr. Mull, “came from a 
suggestion that in case a verdict of con- 
viction should be reached or even of ac- 
quittal, the minority might be made un- 
comfortable by some one saying if they 
had acted otherwise the reverse would 
have been the case. Some jurymen have 
been subject to this sort of censure be- 
fore, and it was unpleasant when they 
were trying to do their duty as they 
saw it."’

The political junkshops of today are full of 
cast-off idols, cracked, scarred, stripped of every 
quality of grace or power that once compelled 
the regard of the multitudes. As the months pass, 
these figures accumulate in the neglected corners, 





» the divinity all gone out of them, there to await 


alike the inevitable hour. 

It was in a dark, cobwebbed corner of one of 
the highest shelves that poor old Tom Platt spent 
his seventy-fourth birthday anniversary; sick, al] 
but friendiess, absolutely bereft of everything 
that once made him “great” in the eyes of polit- 
ical allies and political foes alike. His very 
title of “Senator” seems a cruel mockery as he 
bears it. There is nothing left of him or his 
strength or prestige. 

In his utter extremity, anyone may pity him 
sincerely—must pity him. But that kindly hu- 
man emotion of pity need not, will not, offset a 
sense of satisfaction that Tom Platt, being what 
he is, comes to the end of his earthly career in 
just this fashion.
